Blood In Their Eyes

Voters aro apt to turn out In November 


with blood in their eyes for the two tax 
propositions that will bo on the ballot. If 
they do, they give the boot to both the 
property tax and the income tax at the 
state level of government. Nebraska would 
then be unique among all the states with 
no taxing authority whatsoever. That would 
be apt to get us considerable national pub- 
licity as it probably never has happened 
to any other state in its history. 


Fortunately or unfortunately, however 


you want to look at it. voters would be 
exercising their wrath in a rather fruitless 


e n d e a v o r . For one 
thing, the state is a 
middleweight, not a 
heavyweight, in the tax 
arena ana it is the state 
that would be given the lax boot. AH other 
governmental subdivisions will go right on 
as though nothing happened because the 
November vote is on only the state tax- 
Ing authority. Secondly, even that relief 
would be short-lived as the Legislature in 
3967 would simply adopt a new form of 
taxing authority, probably a combination 
sales and income tax. 


The state property tax we now have 


will apply through the current biennlum 
ending June 30, 1967. If voters knock out 
the property and income tax, the Legisla- 
ture will ndnpt a new program to carry 
the stale through the 1967-69 biennlum. 


Consequently, voters really have no op- 


portunity in November actually to decide 
on a tax increase or decrease. The only way 
they could do this would be for whatever 
the Legislature adopts in 1967 to again be 
submitted to a vote by referendum pro- 
ceedings and again denied. !f this were done 
consistently, the state would eventually 
run out of taxing authority. 


* 
This, of course, is unthinkable as the 


citizens of Nebraska \\ould never be so ir- 
responsible. If taxpayers do go to the polls 
in November in an angry mood. It will be 
the result of tax actions this year on Hie 
local level—at least that will be the case 
in Lincoln. A few days prior to voting on 
November 8. Lincoln homeowners will have 
received notice of an increase in the pay- 
ments on their homes. This increase will be 
the approximate 20 per cent hike in their 
total tax bill. Thus, if your total tax bill 
in 1965-66 was $500, it will be $600 for 


1966-67. Tliis means your monthly house 
payments will go up about $8.50. 


Thli will be on top of an Increase of 


about the same amount last year. The In- 
crease Is the result of hikes by the vari- 
ous governments in their mill levies and 
their valuations. Topping the list In this 
category Is the Lincoln School District 
which will have a take hike In dollars of 
37 per cent, equal to 85 per .cent of the 
total Increase on (he individual. The per- 
centage of the total Increase Is to high for 
schools because they deal In the largest 
dollar amounts. The county Institutional tax 
increase will be S3 per cent against the In- 
dividual, but this amounts to a hike of only 
$2.52 on a $5,000 valuation. For the schools, 
the hike would be $79.20 on a $5,000 valua- 
tion. 


* 
There are a multitude of things which 


complicate the tax picture. County-deter- 
mined values are used by the schools, state 
and Salt Valley Watershed District while 
city-determined values are used by the city 
and the Airport Authority. A further compli- 
cation is the fact that county-determined 
values arc adjusted by the state while city 
values are not. 


Thus, the valuation Increases differ for 


different governments, making a percent- 
age* nf dollar Increases in taxes the only 
understandable means of measuring this 
j ear's taxes. Not only arc the schools In 
the heavyweight division, but they are there 
despite a drop In enrollments. 


For 1964. total school enrollment in 


Lincoln was 29.980. dropping to 29,447 for 
1965. The projection for 1966. this fall, 
stands at 28,694, a drop of another 753 stu- 
______^____^^ dents. Accounting for 


I the drop is the loss of 


1.651 students from the 


I now abandoned Lincoln 


Air Force Base. But in 


losing the students, the schools also lost 
federal aid based on military-connected 
enrollments. The schools also faced a 
leveling off of reserve funds usage and in- 
creased teacher salaries. But taxpayers 
may still cringe at the thought of s second 
substantial school tax increase in view of 
a second drop in student enrollments. 


In total, the property owner is taking 


it on the chin and it is the property tax 
that is doing it to him. All things con- 
sidered, the equity of the situation could 
not be found by a genius.

Ghetto Hard To Comprehend 


The total commitment of the ghetto to 


a way of life alien to that which most of us 
understand is a reality almost beyond oiir 
comprehension. But such a way of life was 
described in testimony this week before a 
Senate subcommittee inquiring Into the 
problems of the metropolitan areas of the 
country. 


This testimony, from people a product 


of the ghetto, outlines an existence prcdi- 
cated only on survival, an exercise of 
almost animalistic instincts that should be 
abhorred by the average American. The 
battle in the ghetto is simply to stay alive 
and the means of doing so arc.so limited 
that "anything goes" is the principle by 
which most residents live. 


This means ignoring the laws of society 


and morality. It means life with little more 
than a hope that you will see the sun rise 
again the next day. It is a situation of such 
utter hopelessness as to defy endurance, but 
it is endured by the millions who exist in 
such circumstances in impoverished areas 
throughout metropolitan United States. 


Such a life would be intolerable to most 


.of us, moaning the vast majority of people 
who are born and reared in modest but 
wholesome homes and surroundings. The 
terrible part of the ghetto life is the fact 
that it comes to be so routinely accepted by 
those whose destiny has placed them there. 
None of us can escape the moral responsi- 
bility we have to do what we can, with all 
other citizens, to try to reverse the Ude of 
life in the ghetto. 


What Waste Costs Us 


In this odd world, no one can be too 


sure of anything. What is considered to be 
very bad can turn out to be very good. 


John L. Lewis, the bushy eyebrow ed 


head of the coal miners so long, enjoyed 
the reputation of lacing a tough fighter and 
not much of a benefactor. But it seems that 
In one of his truculent moods, he provided 
a good answer to a severe social problem. 


It began in the Truman administration. 


When the miners were striking against the 
coal operators and when mechanization of 
the mines was just coming in, Lewis held out 
for and won a pension concession collect- 
ed out of the savings from mechanized 
coal digging. It was to take care of 70,000 
aging miners thrown out of work by the 
change. 


The economists were skeptical of the 


soundness of the Lewis pay-as-you-go plan. 
The public was outraged. It feared a sharp 


rise in prices. The operators felt that the 
assessments would price coal out of the 
market and destroy the industry. 


But today, this many years after, the 


price of coal is still competitive. More than 
$2 billion has been paid out of the pension 
fund and 70,000 depressed miners have 
been saved frorri becoming public charges. 
The communities in which they reside re- 
main stable. The plan worked. 


We try. but we learn slowly. It is only 


now that it is dawning on us that many o'f 
our public expenditures and concerns to- 
day are the result of serious errors of the 
past, and are inescapable. 


The money we are paying out for con- 


servation, for reforesting and for human 
poverty compose the final bill for original- 
ly wasting these resources. We have wasted 
too much and the waste demands Its ulti- 
mate price. WA can't walk away from it. 


WASHINGTON — A vital- 


ly important recommenda-

R e a s o n for the Joint 


Chiefs' recommendation Is 
that North Vietnamese regu- 
lars have been infiltrating 
acroa the demilitarized zone 
at a tremendous rate, and 
bombing has not been able 
to stop them. In Jane, Divi- 
sion 324-B, totaling 10,000 
men, slipped across the de- 
militarized zone. U.S. Intelli- 
gence reports several other 
divisions are massing for 
crossing!. 


In February, 1985, the Joint 


Chiefs recommended bomb- 
ing North Viet Nam to pre- 
vent troop movements south. 


Despite the bombing, infil- 


tration has doubled. N o r t h 
combat battalions known to 
be operating in South Viet 
Nam, and the total enemy 
strength in the south, in- 
cluding both regulars and 
Viet Cong guerrillas, totals 
282.000 men. 


As a result of the dubious 


advice given him in Febru- 
ary, 1963, J o h n s o n looks 
twice at any recommenda- 
tions from the Joint Chiefs. 
But he'll probably act on 
their recommendation f o r 
250,000 men to seal off the 
17th Parallel. 


President Johnson has or- 


dered an investigation of spi- 
raling medical costs and the 
complaints that doctors, hos- 
pitals, and insurance compa- 
nies have taken advantage of 
the Medicare program to pad 
their profits. 


Some elderly patients have 


complained that their doctor 
bills have gone up as high 
as 300 per cent since Medi- 
care went Into effect on July 
1. Hospital charges also have 
spurted up as high as 10 to 
15 per cent. 


Under Medicare, the tax- 


payers will pick up 80 per 
cent of the doctors' bills for 
patients aged 65 and over on 
bills above $30 a year and 
when1 the elderly pay a $3 
voluntary monthly premium. 
More than 17 million have 
.signed up, so -this will 
amount to a large amount 
for the taxpayers. 


It should be noted that 


many young doctors a n d 
nurses are underpaid a n d 
one of the most important 
changes needed in the medi- 
cal profession is sufficient 
compensation for them. On 
the other hand, many of the 
older doctors who clamored 
loudest 
against 
Medicare 


now are reported grabbing 
hardest for the benefits.

Brazil. Elections Saturday will c h o o s e 
governors in half the 22 states, but there 
are no Samba parades for the candidates, 
no blaring loudspeaker trucks on c i t y 
streets and no political shootings. 


There 
are no banners, leaflets or 


mass meetings. There are no flaming 
newspaper controversies between r i v a l 
candidates. As a matter of fact, t h e r e 
are no rival candidates. 


What has happened to a nation where 


politics was second only to soccer as a

pooular spectacle? Basically, the choice 
of state governors has been taken out ot 
the hands of the usually passionately in- 
terested people. The 11 new governors are 
to be elected by state legislative assem- 
blies, according to rules laid down by a 
February decree. 


Assemblies where opposition elements 


showed signs of resistance, as in the state 
of Rio Grande Do Sul, were purged by 
the government, using its extraordinary 
powers to strip any Brazilian citizen of 
his political rights for 10 years. Elected 
officials lose their mandates 
with their 


rights, under the so-called 
"Institutional 


Acts" which bolster the Castello Branco 
regime that came to power after the 
overthrow of President Joao Goulart in 
1964. 


Government-backed candidates for the 


governors' posts were chosen as much as 
two months ago and ratified by Castello 
Branco himself. The government's Nation- 
al Renewal Alliance (ARENA) Party is 
assured of victory in the assemblies. 


In three key states facing contested 


elections, the outcome was settled when 
opposition candidates withdrew after as- 
sembly purges. In Sao Paulo state. Bra- 
zil's richest and most populous, 
incum- 


bent Governor Adhemar de Barros w a s 
ousted and sent winging off to European 
exile w h e n he threatened to build a ma- 
chine to defeat the ARENA candidate. 


The high-level skirmishing is o v e r 


and the stage is set for what looks like a 
quiet reaffirmation of Castello Branco's 
control. For those who have thrilled to the 
noise and clamor of a Brazilian electoral 
bandwagon, something is missing.

They have 
helped to power the propa- 
ganda machine of the com- 
munist bloc, which in recent 
months has been directing 
an attack on an unprece- 
dented scale in a dozen or 
more languages against the 
agency. 


For the first time not only 


the CIA but the "intelligence 
c o m m u n i t y " has been 
branded as comprising an 
" i n v i s i b l e government" 
dominating American foreign 
policy. The line was laid 
down nearly a year ago in 
a broadcast by Moscow ra- 
dio in Russian, and it has 
been reiterated 
incessantly 


with ever greater force. The 
broadcast referred to "nine 
other government organiza- 
tions" making up the intelli- 
gence community. 


"The invisible government 


Includes many other organi- 
zations which from without 
appear to be integral parts 
of the government machin- 
ery," the broadcast said. "It 
includes e v e n individuals 
who work for various firms 
and 
establishments,

Peace Corps and other or- 
ganizations which the United 
States maintains abroad."

This last is a sore point 


with,members of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee who have insisted that 
they should share in the su- 
pervision of the CIA along 
with members of the Sen- 
ate Armed Services Commit- 
tee.

against democratic organiza- 
tions and to burn their homes 
and property." Thus, in ef- 
fect, the CIA was credited 
with the overthrow of the In- 
donesian Communist Party 
and the wholesale massacre 
that followed. While this was 
certainly not the intention, it 
makes the intelligence agen- 
cy look 10 feet tall.

have had CIA agents foment- 
ing trouble between Iran and 
Iraq from headquarters in 
a border town called Sulai- 
maniyah. A( broadcast from 
East Germany intimated that 
the p r o p o s'e d education- 
al foundation. To use blocked. 
Indian currency to further 
scientific and technical train- 
ing in India, was a device 


for spreading CIA Influence. 
The broadcast cited a series 
of articles on the CIA which 
appeared in the New York 
Times. The proposed founda- 
tion has stirred India's sen- 
sitivity over the indepen- 
dence of her educational sys- 
tem. 


The CIA engineered the 


murder of Fabricio Ojeda, 
leader of the Venezuelan 
guerrillas, according to a 
dispatch to Prcnsa Latina in 
Havana from Montevideo. A 
so called clandestine radio, 
broadcasting in Turkish to 
Turkey, c h a r g e d the CIA 
with providing funds for the 
Justice Party so that it could 
defeat the Democratic Party 
in recent elections. The big 
oil companies, according to 
the broadcast, "operate as 
partners of the Justice Par- 
ty." 


A report given wide cur- 


rency by communist senders 
had CIA agents planning to 
kidnap the 12 members of 
Cuba's women's volleyball 
team. The plot was foiled 
only by "the determined at- 
titude of the girls who fought 
against the traitorous ele- 
ments."

cause of any financial hard* 
ships," the

said. "However, some coun- 
ties would like to have the 
program m a d e a federal- 
state responsibility." 


Gage said the caseload for 


January was 248 recipients 
and 
expenditures 
of $5,433. 


increasing to a peak of 4C1 
recipients

March, and then sliding back 
to a current load (July) of 
145 recipients and $2,785. 


The cost is shared approxi-

county f u n d s on a rather 
complicated formula.

Fatality Rate Higher On North-South Roads—Study 


By Associated Press 


A State Accident Records 


Bureau study showed Tues- 


day that Nebraska's major 
north-south highways had con- 
siderably higher fatal acci- 
dent rates last year than did 
the state's cast-west arterials. 


The study Indicated that six 


of the state's eight major 
north-south highways had fa- 
tal Occident rates exceeding 
thr statewide average while 
e» .y one of seven major cast- 
west highways had a r a t e 
topping the average. 


U.S. Highway 83, running 


through Valentine, Thedford, 


North Plattc and McCook. had 
the highest rate In the state, 
12.5 
accident* Involving at 


least one death for every 100 
million miles of travel on the 
highway. 


The average for all Nebras- 


ka highways last year was 
3.9. 


Other north-south highways 


with unusually high fatal ac- 
cident rates were U.S. 281, a 
9.2 rate; State 61, 8.7; U.S. 
285, 7.5; U.S. 183, 7.3, and 
U.S. 77, 5.8. 


Of the major north-south 


routes, only U.S. 275, with a 
2.8 rate, and U.S. 81, with a 
2.1 rate, recorded fatal/acci- 
dent frequencies below t h e 
state average. 


Although the total nifmbcr 


of accidents on east-west 
r o u t e s was greater, high 
mileage totals cut down their 
fatal accident rates, the bu- 
reau noted. 


With a 7.3 fatal accident 


rate, U.S. 
34 wai the only 


major east-west highway 


whose rate exceeded the state 
average. 
U.S. 30 registered the high- 


est number of traffic acci- 
dents, 1,383, but its fatal ac- 
cident rate was only 3.8. 


Rates for other major cast- 


west highways included 3.8 
for U.S. 26 and U.S. 6, 3.7 
for U.S. 20, 3.3 for State 2 
and 2.5 for the Interstate 80 
highway, considered by the 
bureau to be Nebraska's saf- 
est highway. 


The bureau said there were 


344 accidents on Interstate 80 
In 1965, killing 14 persons and 
injuring 237. 


Eleven per cent of the In- 


terstate a c c i d e n t s were 
caused by drivers f a l l i n g 
asleep, 10.8% were caused by 
following too close, 7.3% by 
mechanical defects In cars 
and 5.8% by drinking, the 
bureau's tabulations showed. 


The study showed that state 


and county roads in rural 
areas had a 5.6 fatal accident 
rate, while urban highways

Nebraska's coaching staff is well aware of it, but 


many Nebarska fans aren't going to be convinced until 
it happens and that is the idea that the Cornhuskers could 
well start the 1966 season on a losing note for the first 
time since 1959 when Texas scored a 20-0 victory. 


And you can laugh and say, "Ah, that'i just scare 
talk," but the Sept. 17 opener with Texas Christian could 
well be hi the same category as the Oklahoma State 
game of a year ago, the 1964 Minnesota game, the 1963 
Missouri game, and the 1962 North Carolina State affair. 


TCU returns with 27 of 35 lettennen from the team 


that lost to Nebraska, 34-14, in last year's opener at Me- 
morial Stadium. But most of these lettermen were mak- 
ing their first collegiate appearance against a Husker 
team that was supposed to be No. 1 in the nation. 


Improved Last Year 


These youngsters improved enough after the Nebras- 


ka game to win their last four against Baylor, Texas 
Rice and SMU and impressed enough people to get a Sun 
Bowl bid where they were edged, 13-12, by Texas Western. 


'Optimism Is high on the Texas Christian campus and 


the Horned Frogs are thinking in terms of being South- 
west. Conference champions—no easy task with the likes 
of Arkansas and Texas in the league. 


"I feel real good about this football team," boasts 


coach Abe Martin. "Those kids really responded to 
coaching this past spring. 


Close To Opponenfs 


"I also feel good as a coach because I believe our 


material is closer to our opponents than in a long time," 
Martin continues.

Restating Prudent Principles 
Much Better Than Brooding

Instead of speculating men- 


tally how much gloom nnd 
trouble the course of the 
stock market may be fore- 
shadowing, it seems to me 
more constructive to restate 
the prudent operating princi 
pics on which American eco- 
nomic greatness has been 
built. 


The recent parade of may- 


ors asking for federal hand- 
outs In testimony before the 
Senate subcommittee looking 
into the crisis of the cities 
points up tlie need for a com- 
mon sense approach. 


It is sheer blue sky to as- 


sume that the constitutional 
system of divided authority 
among the federal govern- 
ment, the states and the lo- 
calities must be scrapped for 
financial reasons. A related 
fttllacy is the assumption by 
some union officials and oth- 
ers that, it a private service, 
such as a railroad, docs not 
recoup its costs from t h e 
users, the remedy lies in a 
governmental subsidy. 


Defect In Reasoning 


The defect in such specious 


reasoning is not exclusively 
political — in the ovcrcentral- 
ization of functions in Wash- 
ington. An equal, if not great- 
er, weakness in such an ap- 
proach is that it deprives the 
American system of the so- 
ciological benefits of the dis- 
cipline of forever seeking to 
improve methods and tools 
in order to produce a given 
result at a lower cost in terms 
of manhours expended.
